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1. The EIC Subcommittee on Shipbuilding in the 
past year continued to serve as the focal point for 
interagency discussion and research on shipbuilding 
developments in the USSR and other communist coun- 
tries . All member agencies participated actively

and enthusiastically in the subcommittee 'sregular 
meetings, interagency research pro jects , 


2. The subcommittee's major research project 
in the past year, conducted by an ad hoc committee 
composed of DIA, CIA, NSA and various Navy elements 
was instrumental in consolidating the intelligence 
community's judgments on Soviet nuclear submarine 
recoring and overhauls. The results of this research 
have been published and given appropriate dissemination. 


3 . The subcommittee hosted 

This conference was 
particularly noteworthy in that:
